Student space at Alberta post- 
secondaiy institutions could be 
beefed up as early as January, as 
the province announced Wed¬ 
nesday it was handing back a 
third of the funds slashed in 
March’s provincial budget. 

The $50-million injection 
will be spread “equitably” 
among 20 schools hit by the 
cuts, using a formula that tacks 
2.6 per cent worth of funding 
onto their base amount, said 
Advanced Education Minister 
and Deputy Premier Thomas 
Lukas zuk. 

However, the money will 
come with conditions that 
schools use it solely to boost 
enrolment, or fund “over-en¬ 


rolment,” he said. The cash cov¬ 
ered a little more than a third 
of the $147 million cut in the 
austere spring budget. 

“What it really underscores 
is, as I’ve always said, this was a 
budget of necessity, not choice 
— the moment I can reinvest, I 
will,” Lulcaszuk said. “It’s sort of 
promise made, promise kept.” 

Opposition critics, however, 
were quick to suggest the dam¬ 
age to many institutions had 
already been done. 

“They realize they did a 
giant disservice to an industry 
and blindsided it,” said Wil¬ 
drose advanced education critic 
Bruce McAllister. “The problem 
is, if you’re at the institution, 
you can’t just snap your fingers 
and recreate programs that 
you’ve cut, bring back profes¬ 
sors that have left and increase 


enrolment numbers when 
you’ve reduced them.” 

A Metro analysis in August 
found that 45 programs had 
been suspended or eliminated 
and faculty complements had 
been reduced by a total of 500 
positions. Schools like U of A 
had also warned that the worst 
may be yet to come as they 
mulled over shortfalls into the 
tens of millions. 

Even with the funding 
announcement Wednesday, 
which most deemed a surprise, 
officials with major institutions 
were cautious to speculate on 
whether there would be an im¬ 
mediate impact.

AHS not making 
contract talks any 
easier, says 
nurses’ union 

The head of the province’s 
nurses says Alberta Health 
Services’ attempts to push 
more nurses into full-time 
work are making already 
tense contract negotiations 
more difficult. 

Nurses working for 
AHS have been without a 
contract since April 1 and 
negotiations for a new deal 
started this past summer. 
Heather Smith, president 
of the United Nurses of 
Alberta, said AHS has asked 
for rollbacks to long-held 
provisions like guaranteed 
days off and a set number 
of hours between shifts. 

Smith said some of the 
demands have been so 
regressive that the union 
has wondered about AHS’ 
sincerity. 

“We have actually 
questioned AHS at the table 
as to their intentions. Are 
they intentionally being 
provocative in their propos¬ 
als to create a crisis or force 
some sort of showdown?” 
she said. 

AHS and the UNA have 
been engaged in war of 
words over recent AHS 
advertisements about full¬ 
time nurses. Smith charges 
AHS is not actually looking 
for new people, but rather 
to move part-time nurses 
into full-time jobs. 

AHS responded to the 
comments in an emailed 
statement, saying only that 
it did not want to negotiate 
in the media. 

“Commenting on labour 
negotiations away from the 
negotiating table would be 
inappropriate, and not help¬ 
ful,” read the statement. 

The statement went on 
to say the advertisements 
about full-time nurses are 
an important part of keep¬ 
ing the public informed 
about their health system. 

“We want people to 
understand what is going 
on. These advertisements 
are one way of doing that.”

“It’s not often you 
pick up the phone at 9 o’clock 


and someone tells you there’s 
an additional $2.6 million.” 

The much-needed dollars 
are expected to help suffering 
student enrolment numbers, 
according to Minister of Ad¬ 
vanced Education Thomas 
Lulcaszulc, after $147 million 
was taken from the post-sec¬ 
ondaiy sector in the spring 
budget. 

The University of Alberta 
will receive more than $14.4 
million thanks to the addition¬ 
al Campus Alberta funding. 

“This is excellent news — 
not only for our university 
and the PSE (post-secondaiy 
education) sector, but for the 
province as a whole. Alberta 
needs a highly educated work¬ 
force, and Alberta’s universities 


have a critical role to play in 
fulfilling this provincial need,” 
wrote U of A president and vice- 
chancellor Indira Samarasekera 
in a university blog post Wed¬ 
nesday. 

The University of Alberta 
Students’ Union said the extra 
dollars represent an important 
move forward. 

“We’re not quite there yet. 
We still feel there’s a ways to 
go in terms of re-investment. 
However, as I said, it is a great 
first step,” said Adam Woods, 
vice-president external. 

Other schools in Edmonton 
receiving funding include NAIT, 
with more than $2.6 million, 
and NorQuest College, with 
over $1 milhon.

The city is extending a pilot pro¬ 
gram of new electronic parking 
meters, but the machines wiU 
be removed for several months 
early next year. 

Edmonton has been bor¬ 
rowing the ParkPlus machines 
from Calgaiy for the last six 
months and has extended the 
trial to make sure the technol¬ 
ogy will work in cold weather. 

Parking supervisor Brian 
Murphy said the trial period 
was about testing pay-by-plate 
technology and not necessarily 
Calgaiy’s specific machines.

RCMP have charged 20-year- 
old Shelby Minde of Hobbema 
with first-degree murder after 
a two-year investigation. 

Minde was being held in 
custody and is to appear in 
Wetaskiwin provincial court. A 
date has not been set. 

Reserve resident Roy Louis 
said the arrest in the Yellow¬ 
bird case will reassure people 
that such violence will not be 
tolerated. “As a community 
member I’m very happy that 
this has taken place,” Louis 
said. “I think it is veiy import¬ 
ant as part of our healing.” 

RCMP said the investigation 
continues.

that YESS didn’t have in place,” 
said Doug Craig, general man¬ 
ager of the Southside PCN. 

In the past, YESS clients 
had to go to walk-in clinics or 
to a hospital, but now they can 
go to a location many of them 
know well. 

“It’s beyond words what 
they have done for our kids,” 
said Deb Cautley, executive 
director of YESS. 

To help the clinic operate, 
the local youth group provided 
$2,000 for medical supplies in 
the clinic, in addition to space 
in their building.

Repugnant tweets. School 
trustee may be kicked out 
of his brand-new position 


A newly-elected school trust¬ 
ee in rural Alberta is apologiz¬ 
ing for sending racist, homo- 
phobic and sexist tweets. 

“I’m deeply soriy for what 
happened,” said James Andre, 
50, on Wednesday. “I don’t 
want people to get an impres¬ 
sion of me, because that’s 
really not me.” 

Andre said most of the 
comments were jokes he ret¬ 
weeted to friends and that he 
sent them out before he won 
his seat on the Battle River 
School Board on Oct. 21. 

Some of the jokes deni¬ 
grated black people, and 
made reference to Auschwitz 
and gay sex. One called singer 


Miley Cyrus a prostitute. 

“I found them funny so 
I just retweeted them,” said 
Andre. “They’re offensive. 
There’s no doubt about it and 
it’s something that I should 
have thought of.” 

He admits not all of the 
comments were retweets. 
Some were his own. 

“Watching black people 
on Maury Povich ... not hard 
to tell the porch monkey gene 
still run wild,” he tweeted. 

Board chair Kendall Sev¬ 
erson said the group is get¬ 
ting legal advice on whether 
Andre can be removed from 
his position.

A company that has to vacate 
expropriated land at the City 
Centre Airport says that if the 
city doesn’t step up with some 


money, they can’t afford to 
move out. 

Art Breier, one of the co¬ 
owners of Hangar 11, said the 
city is offering less than half of 
the assessed value of the land 
and doesn’t seem willing to 
pay moving costs. 

With the expropriation 
date set for Nov. 22, Breier said 
if the city doesn’t change its 
mind they won’t be able to go 
anywhere. 

“We can’t afford it. We are 


mostly retired guys that have 
invested in the city, invested in 
this hangar,” he said. 

City spokesperson Cheryl 
Oxford said the city had an in¬ 
dependent appraiser evaluate 
the buildings and is still assess¬ 
ing costs for moving and busi¬ 
ness losses. 

“The city is still working 
through compensation details 
for those who are eligible to re¬ 
ceive compensation,” she said. 

Breier said they are speak¬ 


ing out because they hope 
Mayor Don Iveson will get in¬ 
volved. 

“We’re hoping the mayor 
will hear this and will try to 
have a meeting with us,” he 
said. 

Iveson is unsympathetic. 

“Some people have un¬ 
reasonable demands or frankly 
they have waited too long to 
get their act together.... Frank¬ 
ly, we have given them years of 
notice,” he said.

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Empty schools costing Catholic school district 


Nearly $3M. Low 

enrolment means 
teaching dollars to be 
used for maintenance 


Low student enrolment in Ed¬ 
monton Catholic schools will 
mean $2.9 million previously 
set aside for teaching and learn¬ 
ing this school year will now be 


used for maintenance. 

With 10,298 empty student 
spaces currently, several of the 
Edmonton Catholic schools are 
being used at less than half of 
their capacity. As a result, these 
schools cost the district more to 
operate. 

“Those schools require addi¬ 
tional resources to heat, light 
and maintain those empty 
spaces so that’s where the $2.9 
million will go to,” said Boris 


Research. Studying soldier 
stress in Afghanistan 


Researcher Ibolja Cemalc re¬ 
turned from Kabul earlier this 
week with data on how Can¬ 
adian soldiers handle stress. 

Following pre-deployment 
study of stress hormones in 
soldiers’ urine and saliva, plus 
cognitive tests, researchers did 
the same for a month in Af¬ 
ghanistan, living on base with 
soldiers while they perform a 
close-out mission there. 

“Soldiers did well on physic¬ 
al and mental health tests. Our 
troops are strong multi-taskers 
— veiy well trained and quick 
to respond,” said Cemalc. “But 
Kabul is full of stress, and 30 
soldiers were tagged for follow¬ 
up at home. Our goal is to catch 
a problem early so we don’t 
allow a full, chronic illness to 
develop.” 

Research assistant and Re¬ 
servist Jose Areelcadan said 
even if the troops weren’t fa¬ 
cing gunfire, stressors remain. 

“The soldiers are away from 
home and have to perform 
tasks in an environment with 
poor air quality,” he said. “They 
feel like they always have to 
have their game face on.” 



Tammy Wheeler, execu¬ 
tive director of the Royal Can¬ 
adian Legion for Alberta and 
the North West Territories said 
she hopes the study will lead to 
more preventative therapies. 

“None of us realize what 
soldiers face — we want to sup¬ 
port those coming home that 
need help,” she said.

Report. Swiss 
scientists say the 
Palestinian leader's 
death could be due 
to a rare, deadly 
radioactive isotope 


Swiss scientists have found 
evidence suggesting Yasser Ara¬ 
fat may have been poisoned, 
TV station Al-Jazeera reported 
Wednesday, prompting new 
allegations by his widow that 
the Palestinian leader was the 
victim of a “shocking, shock¬ 
ing” crime. 


Palestinian officials have 
long accused Israel of poison¬ 
ing Arafat, a claim Israel has de¬ 
nied. Arafat died under mysteri¬ 
ous circumstances at a French 
militaiy hospital in 2004, a 
month after falling ill at his 
West Bank compound. 

The findings reported Wed¬ 
nesday appear to be the most 
significant so far in an investi¬ 
gation into Arafat’s death initi¬ 
ated by his widow, Suha, and 
Al-Jazeera. 

Last year, Switzerland’s 
Institute of Radiation Phys¬ 
ics discovered traces of polo¬ 
nium-210, a deadly radioactive 
isotope, on some of Arafat’s be¬ 
longings. Soil and bone samples 


were subsequently taken from 
Arafat’s grave in the West Bank. 

On Wednesday, Al-Jazeera 
published the Swiss team’s 
108-page report. The results 
“moderately support the prop¬ 
osition that the death was the 
consequence of poisoning with 
polonium-210,” the report said. 

Polonium is a rare and leth¬ 
al substance. The element can 
be a byproduct of the process¬ 
ing of uranium, but usually is 
made artificially in a nuclear 
reactor or a particle accelerator. 

The examination of Arafat’s 
remains found “unexpectedly 
high levels” of polonium-210, 
the Swiss team wrote.

Saudi police killed an Ethi¬ 
opian migrant who tried to 
flee arrest, authorities said 
Wednesday, as a crackdown 
on foreigners working il¬ 
legally in the kingdom wid¬ 
ens with more than 16,000 
arrests. The security sweep 
comes after months of 
warnings by the Saudi gov¬ 
ernment, which has created 
a special task force who are 
combing shops, construc¬ 
tion sites and restaurants in 
search of foreign workers 
without proper permits.

An American who hijacked an 
airliner to Cuba nearly 30 years 
ago flew back home Wednes¬ 
day to face U.S. justice. 

FBI agents took William 
Potts, 56, into custody shortly 
after his flight from Havana 
landed at Miami International 
Airport, said an FBI spokesman. 
Potts faces a 1985 federal indict¬ 
ment for hijacking a Piedmont 
Airlines flight in 1984. 

In interviews prior to leav¬ 
ing Cuba, Potts said he was 
seeking “closure” and hoped 
to convince U.S. prosecutors to 
give him credit for the 13-plus 
years he spent in Cuban prison 


for hijacking the flight. 

Even though Potts could 
have stayed in Cuba, he decid¬ 
ed to come home and take his 
chances with the legal system. 

“It’s time it had closure. 
Why leave it hanging, why 
leave this gaping uncertainty?” 
he said. “So I want to resolve 
that because ... having com¬ 
pleted my sentence, I feel like I 
want to put all that stuff behind 
me. I don’t want that lingering 
over or impeding anything I 
might want to do. Once you’ve 
paid your debt to society you’re 
entitled to a fresh start.”

You expect movie ratings to 
tell you whether a film con¬ 
tains nudity, sex, profanity or 
violence. Now movie theatres 
in equality-minded Sweden 
are introducing a new rating 
to highlight gender bias, or 
rather the absence of it. 

To get an A rating, a movie 
must pass the so-called Bech- 
del test, which means it must 
have at least two named fe¬ 
male characters who talk to 
each other about something 
other than a man. 

“The entire Lord of the 
Rings’ trilogy, all Star Wars 
movies, The Social Network, 
Pulp Fiction and all but one 
of the Hariy Potter movies 


fail this test,” said Ellen Tejle, 
the director of Bio Rio, an art- 
house movie theatre in Stock¬ 
holm’s trendy Sodermalm 
district. 

Bio Rio is one of four 
Swedish movie theatres that 
launched the new rating last 
month to draw attention to 


how few movies pass. Most 
visitors have reacted posi¬ 
tively to the initiative and 
“for some people it has been 
an eye-opener,” said Tejle. 

“The goal is to see more fe¬ 
male stories and perspectives 
on cinema screens.”

Carbon dioxide 
levels at record 
high: UN 

World carbon dioxide 
pollution levels in the 
atmosphere are accelerat¬ 
ing and reached a record 
high in 2012, the United 
Nations weather agency 
said Wednesday. 

The heat-trapping gas 
was measured at 393.1 
parts per million last 
year, up 2.2 ppm from the 
previous year, said the 
Geneva-based World Me¬ 
teorological Organization 
in its annual greenhouse 
gas inventoiy. 

That is far beyond the 
350 ppm that some scien¬ 
tists suggest as the safe 
upper limit. 

As the chief gas 
blamed for global warm¬ 
ing, carbon dioxide’s 
2012 increase outpaced 
the past decade’s average 
annual increase of 2.02 
ppm. It’s expected to cross 
400 ppm by 2016. Carbon 
dioxide remains in the air 
for a centuiy, some of it 
far longer.

Internet giant Google says it is 
exploring using a large barge as 
an interactive learning centre. 

A statement released Wed¬ 
nesday from Google’s press 
centre may help end weeks of 
speculation about the purpose 
of structures on two barges, 
one being built in the San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay, another off Portland, 
Maine. 

“Google Barge ... A floating 
data centre? A wild party boat? 
A barge housing the last re¬ 
maining dinosaur?

“Although it’s still early 
days and things may change, 
we’re exploring using the barge 
as an interactive space where 
people can learn about new 
technology.” 

Google did not specify in

‘King of gore’ dino 
ruled before T. rex 

Paleontologists on Wednes¬ 
day unveiled a new dinosaur 
discovered in the western 
state of Utah that proves 
giant tyrant dinosaurs like 
the Tyrannosaurus rex were 
around 10 million years ear¬ 
ner than previously believed. 

A full skeletal replica of 
the carnivore — the equiva¬ 
lent of the great uncle of 


the T. rex — was on display at 
the Natural Histoiy Museum 
of Utah alongside a 3D model 
of the head and a large paint¬ 
ed mural of the dinosaur 
roaming a shoreline. 

It was the public’s first 
glimpse at the new species, 
which researchers named 
Lythronax argestes. The first 
part of the name means 
“king of gore,” and the 
second part is derived from 
poet Homer’s southwest 
wind.

Canadians have trouble 
trusting telecom providers 


The green rush: Investors 
high on potent profits in U.S. 


Complaints about wireless 
data, roaming and Internet 
bandwidth charges have more 
than doubled, with Canadian 
consumers showing increas¬ 
ing distrust of the bills they get 
from telecom providers, says 
the industry’s watchdog group. 

Billing charges involving 
these three issues generated 
customer complaints more 
than 1,500 times in the past 
year, according to the annual 
report by the Commissioner 
for Complaints for Telecom¬ 
munications Services released 
on Wednesday 

The non-profit group helps 
resolve disputes between con¬ 
sumers and telecom service 
providers. 

Howard Maker, commis¬ 
sioner and CEO of the organiza¬ 
tion, said people have difficulty 
understanding how their data 
use is measured and telecoms 
are faffing short on explaining 
the charges. 

“It’s not tangible. People 
really have to rely on their ser¬ 
vice provider and many Can¬ 
adians are not prepared to do

Starbucks says it plans to 
hire at least 10,000 veterans 
and militaiy spouses over 
the next five years. 

The Seattle-based coffee 
company says it will de¬ 
velop a system dedicated to 
matching the skills of vet¬ 
erans and militaiy spouses 
with jobs throughout its 
organization. Starbucks 
says it has nearly 200,000 
employees worldwide. 

Several companies in 
recent years have commit¬ 
ted to hiring veterans or 
militaiy spouses. Earlier 
this year, for example, Wal- 
mart said it planned to hire 
more than 100,000 veterans 
over the next five years.

B.C. tree planters 


Discrimination 
case nears end 

The B.C. Human Rights 
Tribunal will hear final 
arguments next month 
as it considers the case of 
a group of tree planters 
who allege they endured 
slave-like conditions and 
discrimination while work¬ 
ing at a remote camp in 
southeastern B.C. 

The roughly 50 plant¬ 
ers, many of them recent 
immigrants or refugees 
from Africa, complained 
about the conditions of 
the Khaira Enterprises 
Ltd., camp in July 2010. 

Forests ministry offi¬ 
cials shut down the camp 
after the planters were 
discovered in filthy condi¬ 
tions, without proper 
shelter or clean water.

As a proud daughter of a vet¬ 
eran, I grew up hearing stor¬ 
ies about the preciousness 
of basic rights and how dan¬ 
gerous it can be protecting 
them. 

But, like many other 
people my age, I will never 
see war beyond the images 
shown in the news. 

I will never know what 
it must have felt like for 
my parents to spend the 
first year of their marriage 
apart: birthdays, first Christ¬ 
mas, first anniversary — all 
missed because my dad was 
on a peace keeping mission. 

Because I’ve had the lux¬ 
ury of freedom, I can’t im¬ 
agine the experiences of so 
many serving or who have 
served. 

I am not alone. Musical 
tribute Lest We Forget or¬ 
ganizer Cheryl Balay of the 
Cosmopolitan Music Society 
explains overcoming chal¬ 
lenges of bridging genera¬ 
tional gaps through Remem¬ 
brance Day ceremonies. 

“Keeping the younger 
generation involved is some¬ 
thing we struggle with.

Books. Amy Tan’s 
new novel explores 
the mother-daughter 
relationship in the 
context of a courtesan

It all started with a single 
photo. Amy Tan was flipping 
through an old family photo 
album when she came across 
a picture of her grandmother 
she hadn’t noticed before. “She 
was wearing a tight jacket, 
pants and a headband,” Tan re¬ 
members. Having read a book 
about Shanghai in the early 
1900s, Tan recognized the garb 
as the uniform for courtesans, 
prostitutes with high-society 
clients. “Of course I was taken 
back by what this meant about 
my grandmother and I became 
very obsessed with the notion 
that she might have been a 
courtesan,” Tan says. 

The book is not based on 
Tan’s grandmother, but it did 
set the stage for her latest 
novel, The Valley of Amaze¬ 
ment, a stoiy about an Amer¬ 
ican woman and her daughter, 
who becomes a courtesan dur¬ 
ing the overthrow of the Ching 
dynasty. 

Similar to Tan’s book, The 
Joy Luck Club, the mother- 
daughter relationship is a 
strong theme in her new novel. 
In the book, the mother betrays 


her daughter, Violet, by leaving 
her behind. This abandonment 
leaves her mark on Violet, who 
thirsts for an enduring type of 
love and is not able to fully for¬ 
give her mother. “I know what 
(this feels like) because it hap¬ 
pened to my sisters,” Tan says. 
“They were left behind from 
my mother when she came 
to the U.S., and although they 
longed for her and loved her, 
they never quite forgave her.” 

Violet’s coming of age stoiy 
is made more complicated 
when she discovers that she’s 
half-American and half-Chi- 
nese. The book takes place in 
the international settlement 
in Shanghai, which is where 
wealthy Westerners were 
housed. “During this time 
period, Chinese people were 
invisible. Nobody would ever 
consider making friends with a 
Chinese person,” Tan says. For 
Violet to learn she is bi-racial 


alienates her from both Amer¬ 
ican privilege and Chinese 
community. For this part of the 
stoiy, Tan again was inspired 
by her ancestors. “Both on my 
mother’s side and my father’s 
side there were family mem¬ 
bers who engaged with English- 
speaking translators,” she says. 

The Valley of Amazement 
is Tan’s raciest book yet — 
she had never written a sex 
scene until penning this book. 
“I avoided including it, but 
my editor told me, ‘This takes 
place in a courtesan house. You 
have to have sex.’ Tan put a lot 
of research into her sex scene, 
scouring academic books about 
courtesan houses during this 
time period. 

“Wives actually used to 
visit courtesan houses and pay 
money to learn what cour¬ 
tesans did with their husbands, 
so you knew something special 
was happening there,” she says. 


Rob Delaney. It’s a tough job being 
funny in 140 characters or less 


Rob Delaney is pretty famous. 
But he didn’t get there by fol¬ 
lowing the career trajectoiy 
that most successful working 
comedians had to take. Delaney 
became famous through his 
Twitter account, where you can 
find the 36-year-old doling out 
sharply witty jokes and morsels 
of irreverent, ironic social com- 
mentaiy in 140 characters or 
less. Delaney is capable of be¬ 
ing funny in long-form as well, 
however, as is evidenced by 
his just released book: Mother. 
Wife. Sister. Human. Warrior. 
Falcon. Yardstick. Turban. Cab¬ 
bage. The book is part memoir, 
part rambling musings, and all 
funny. We got Delaney on the 
line to talk about the weird 
world of Twitter and the pains 
of standup. 

Do you feel a lot of pressure 
to be funny every time you 
tweet? 

I mean, I like to be funny, but 
I wouldn’t probably call it 
pressure because — wait, let 
me rephrase that. Yes, I do feel 
pressure to be funny, which I 
enjoy, because I like pressure. 
You lrnow, I’m one of those 
people that enjoy deadlines. 

I enjoy 140-character con¬ 
straints. I enjoy going onto the 
stage in front of hostile people. 
I am damaged or tanked in 
whatever way makes me want 
to do those things. For better 
or for worse. 

Well, as far as audiences go, 
the Twitter audience — or the 
Internet audience in general 
— is just about as hostile as 
it gets. How have you inured 
yourself to any haters on 



Twitter? 

I’ve developed thick skin. I like 
to think about it as a positive. 
Nobody wants to have people 
say bad things about them, but 
it’s a good idea to get desensi¬ 
tized to it if you want to have 
a career in the public. Because 
there is a measure of truth to 
the fact,well, that it’s indicative 
of you having some success, 
you know? Obviously there 
are people who receive criti¬ 
cism where it’s warranted — I 
can say with confidence that 
sometimes I deserve criticism 
that I get. 

How does writing for the 
Internet, writing for stand- 
up and writing a book differ 
from each other— how do 
you wear all those hats? 

Well, Twitter is veiy offhand. 
Whatever turd is rolling 
through your mind. I put no 
thought or prep into Twitter. 
For standup I work painstak-

Paint. If you’re thinking 
of a bright feature wall, 
here are a few common 
mistakes to watch for 


With bold paint colour be¬ 
coming increasingly popular, 
many homeowners and inter¬ 
ior designers are choosing to 
take the plunge with bright 
hues. 

Bold feature walls and 
painted rooms are being seen 
more on the pages of maga¬ 
zines and design websites, 
and Kyla Bidgood, registered 
interior designer, said more 
of her clients are asking for 
the same. 

“I think people have com¬ 
mitment issues with colour, 


but they want to experiment 
a little bit, and obviously the 
easiest way to do that is by 
not using paint,” she said. 

“You can use accessories, 
pillows, throw blankets or 
even area rugs to get pops of 
colour into a space without 
committing to paint your 
space.” 

But if you’re looking at ex¬ 
panding the splash of colour 
onto your walls, Bidgood said 
it is important to consider 
balance. 

Even though many people 
perceive white as a neutral 
and boring colour, it can be 
an important addition to a 
space if furnishings, acces¬ 
sories and artwork are bright 
and bold. 

“White really draws your 
eye away from the wall to 


other furnishing, art and pat¬ 
terns,” said Bidgood. “Navy 
blue and blacks make a piece 
of art with a white frame real¬ 
ly pop, especially if the art is 
in a bright colour.” 

Bidgood said many people 
pick their paint colours based 
on the chip at the store. In¬ 
stead of buying all your paint 
based on the chip, Bidgood 
said take small paint samples 


of several variations of the 
colour. 

“It’s really about finding 
the right hue, so if you have 
a colour in mind chances are 
what it looks like on the chip 
is going to be different than 
how it looks on the wall,” she 
said. 

“Get maybe three to five 
variations of the colour, and 
paint the swatches right on 


the wall and have a look at it 
in different types of lighting. 
Sit with it for a few days be¬ 
cause you might have an idea 
of how it will look, but after a 
few days you may not love it 
as much anymore.” 

A common mistake Bi¬ 
dgood said people make 
when it comes to picking 
a wall colour is that it can 
be something they would 


choose in a fabric or piece of 
clothing. 

“It doesn’t necessarily 
translate to a larger surface 
like a wall,” she said. “When 
you’re picking a colour you 
often need to pick a colour 
that is slightly less intense 
because it is going to be veiy 
bold when you paint a large 
space.”

The recipe makes about 1 cup 
of glaze, but you won’t need all 
of it. The extra can be covered 
and refrigerated for several 
weeks. It is debcious over pan¬ 
cakes, waffles, French toast or 
ice cream. It also is great used 
on chicken, turkey and pork. 

1. Glaze: In small, heavy-bot¬ 
tomed saucepan over low heat, 
combine maple syrup, cider 
and sugar. Stir to dissolve sugar, 
then add the cinnamon stick, 
star anise and cloves. Bring to a 
simmer and cook until reduced 
by about a quarter. Stir in 1 tea¬ 
spoon of the soy sauce.

2. Heat grill to medium-low. 

3. With apple corer, cut out 
cores and seeds from apples, 
leaving apples otherwise whole.

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Butter up your pork chops

The butter in this recipe bal¬ 
ances and rounds out the 
smoke and the heat from the 
chipotle chili and the adobo 
sauce, and the toasted green 
pumpkin seeds add texture 
and eye appeal to the butter. 

1. Butter: In a medium bowl 
mash or stir the butter until 
it is smooth and slightly 
fluffy. Add the chipotle, 
pumpkin seeds, chili powder 
and salt. Mix together, mash¬ 
ing with the back of a fork to 
make sure all the ingredients 
are incorporated. Taste, then 
adjust with additional salt, if 
needed. 

2. Set a 6-by-12-inch sheet of 
kitchen parchment or plastic 
wrap on the counter. Spoon 
the butter onto it to form a 
log. Roll the butter up, then 
smooth out to form a round 
log about 5 inches long. Re¬ 
frigerate until firm and easy 
to cut into rounds, about 15 
minutes. The butter can be 
made in advance and stored, 
tightly covered, in the re¬ 
frigerator for up to a week 
(or in the freezer for up to 3 
months).

Trade tallc Yakupov 

still a golden asset 



NHL. Oilers shouldn’t 
rule out shopping 
around last year's 
No. l overall pick 
while his value is high

Should the Oilers trade 2012 
first overall draft pick Nail 
Yakupov? The answer to that 
question depends on what 
the return is, but assuming 
the Oilers would only con¬ 
sider the option if they got a 
solid, long-term asset — or 
assets — that addressed the 
team’s holes at defense or 
in net, it’s a scenario worth 
considering. 

Let’s get one thing 
straight: Yakupov hasn’t even 
begun to scratch the surface 
of his potential. He was in the 
Calder hunt last season, but 
hasn’t got his motor run¬ 
ning yet this year. This isn’t 
anything new to sophomore 
players. If the Oilers do trade 
Yakupov this year, they 
shouldn’t, and I’m sure won’t, 
do it because they expected 
more consistency out of him 
over his first 62 NHL games. 
Yakupov still needs to be 
thought of as a long-term 
prospect who won’t hit his 
prime for another two, three, 
four years or more. 

It’s almost unbelievable 
that we’re talking about the 
possibility of trading a No. 1 
overall pick less than a year 
and a half after his draft day, 


but the Oilers shouldn’t feel 
any regret over choosing Yak¬ 
upov instead of defenceman 
Ryan Murray, or trading down 
for Griffin Reinhart, Morgan 
Rielly or Hampus Lindholm. 
On the contraiy, the best 
option for the team holding 
the No. 1 overall pick is to 
take the best player available, 
which Yakupov was. The draft 
isn’t a place to pick up an im¬ 
mediate need — it’s a place to 
pick up a golden asset if you 
have a high pick. You pick 
up immediate needs in free 
agency — or through trade. 

The reason why you 
always take the best player 
available at No. 1, even if you 


are already flush with talent 
at that position, as the Oilers 
were in 2012, is because you 
take control of the best asset. 
If it becomes apparent later 
on that your team is in dire 
need of improvement in 
other areas of the roster, you 
can still turn to that asset, 
which you know there will 
be a hungiy marketplace for, 
and tiy to turn it into the 
specific improvement you 
need immediately. Would the 
Oilers be any better off today 
had they taken Ryan Murray 
No. 1, or is Yakupov able to 
bring them a better defence- 
man or goalie further along 
in their development? I tend 


to lean towards the latter. 

That asset only becomes a 
problem for the team when 
he struggles for a few years 
and starts carrying around 
the “bust” label. That’s when 
the player’s value takes a ma¬ 
jor dive. But we’re nowhere 
near that point with Yakupov 
yet. He still has light-years 
to develop into an NHL 
superstar — in Edmonton or 
elsewhere. 

Because of that, I’m not 
sure there is a right answer to 
the question “Should the Oil¬ 
ers trade Nail Yakupov?” But, 
should the Oilers consider 
trading Yakupov? In their cur¬ 
rent situation, absolutely.

It’s an important trope of 
sports that all of us who 
watch it sub in the word 
“family” when we think 
of “team.”

A leadership vacuum may have 
contributed to the troubled 
relationship between Miami 
Dolphins offensive linemen 
Jonathan Martin and Richie 
Incognito, which has left both 
players sidelined and the team 
in turmoil. 

The ongoing saga has raised 
questions about whether coach 
Joe Philbin and his staff were 
negligent in allowing issues be¬ 
tween Martin and Incognito to 
fester. Current and ex-players 
around the NFL say the situa¬ 
tion reflects a lack of leadership 
because teammates of Martin 
and Incognito didn’t intervene. 

NFL officials are trying to 
determine who knew what 
when, and whether Incognito 
harassed or bullied Martin. A 
second-year tackle from Stan¬ 
ford, Martin left the team last 
week and is with his family 
in California to undergo coun¬ 
selling for emotional issues. 
Incognito has been suspended 
indefinitely. 

A senior partner in a New 
York law firm with experience 
in sports cases was appointed 
Wednesday by NFL commis¬ 
sioner Roger Goodell to inves¬ 
tigate possible misconduct in 
the Dolphins’ workplace and 
prepare a report that will be 



made public. 

“If the review reveals any¬ 
thing that needs to be cor¬ 
rected, we will take all neces¬ 
sary measures to fix it,” Philbin 
said. “I believe in our players, I 
believe in our staff, I believe in 
our organization, the people 
around here. I know why I got 
into coaching, and I believe in 
the things that I’ve done.” 

The team built by Philbin 
and general manager Jeff Ire¬ 
land has undergone heavy ros¬ 
ter turnover after losing records 
each of the past four years. Of 
the 53 players on the squad, 20 
are new to Miami this season.
